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REMARKS 

The following remarks are responsive to the Final Office Action dated April 11, 2007. 
Claims 1-18 and 20-31 were pending prior to the amendments herein. Claims 1-3, 5-15, and 22- 
31 have been canceled without prejudice. Claims 4, 16-18, 20, and 21 are therefore pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

, The AppUcant notes with appreciation that Claims 4, 16-18, 20, and 21 are allowed. 

Claim Amendments 

The AppUcant has canceled Claims 1-3, 5-15, and 22-31 without prejudice. The 
Applicant expressly reserves the right to pursue the canceled claims in one or more later 
applications. Moreover, the Applicant does not acquiesce to the interpretation of the canceled 
claims or the elements therein or to the arguments made with respect to the cited references. 

Response to Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 1-3, 5-8, 10-15, and 22-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
tmpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,979,454 to Anvari et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,979,327 to Spencer. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Anvari in view 
of Spencer and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,709,269 to Altshuler et al. 

The rejections are moot in light of the cancellation of Claims 1-3, 5-15, and 22-31. 

Summary 

The Applicant respectfully submits that all of the pending claims are allowable. The 
AppUcant respectfully requests that the Examiner pass Claims 4, 16-18, 20, and 21 to allowance.
